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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claims 1 and 9 the meaning of the phrase "the encoded status flag information" is 
unclear because lines 4-6 of claim 1 imply that the phrase includes at least the fraction and flag 
bits as illustrated on Fig. 1 whereas lines 8-9 of claim 9 imply that the phrase includes only the 
flag bits. The last two lines of claim 1 refer to "an assembly signal generated by the first 
circuit", but the first circuit has not been recited as generating an assembly signal. Also, what is 
the assembly signal a function of? Claim 3 lines 2-3 is inconsistent with lines 7-8 of claim 1 
because the latter call for the "at least a portion of the encoded status flag information of the 
resulting operand" to be cleared whereas the former calls for the same quantity to be forced to a 
selected value. Claim 9; what is the control signal of line 9 and the assembly signal of line 10 
functions of? Claims 1 1 and 12 are inconsistent with claim 9 because claim 9 calls for clearing 
the encoded status flag information. Claims 17, 19 and 20 contain deficiencies similar to claims 
9, 11 and 12. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-24 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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Specification 

3. Throughout the specification Serial Nos. and filing dates are lacking. 

Drawings 

4. Fig. 1 is inconsistent with the specification, note page 27, line 4 thru page 29, line 15, 
relative to the elements included in the decision circuit 13.
